To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  in  the 

County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 

in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Frances- 
town,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at  10  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  how  much  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  highways. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid  and 
raise  and  appropriate  $750.  to  procure  same  for  construction 
of  class  2  road,  the  State  to  grant  $1500;  or,  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  construction  of  class  5  roads  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate $700.71  to  procure  same,  the  State  to  grant  $2,802.86.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 

Supervision 

In  my  report  last  year  I  discussed  the  early  stages  of  the 
process  of  learning  to  read,  covering  the  work  of  the  first  two 
grades.  I  pointed  out  that  we  make  several  sections  in  each 
grade  in  order  to  have  each  pupil  placed  at  the  reading  level 
at  which  he  can  do  his  best  work.  This  procedure  is  now  ef- 
fective in  the  third  grade  as  well  as  in  the  first  two  grades. 

Sectioning  by  reading  levels  in  these  grades  proves  to  be  ad- 
vantageous and  is  in  itself  nothing  particularly  new.  As  a 
given  child  shows  readiness  for  the  next  succeeding  reading 
level  or  stage,  he  is  advanced  sometimes  with  the  same  group 
and  sometimes  into  the  next  group  ahead ;  and  of  course  slower 
learning  pupils  are  sometimes  outstripped  by  the  others  in  a 
group  and  join  the  next  group  that  comes  along  into  that  stage. 
Each  child  is  thus  enabled  to  progress  according  to  his  own 
ability  and  is  not  forced  to  take  the  pace  of  faster  or  slower 
pupils. 

It  may  prove  to  be  more  satisfactory,  after  some  further  ex- 
perience with  this  plan,  to  designate  pupils  below  the  fourth 
grade  according  to  reading  levels  instead  of  classifying  them 
as  grade  one,  grade  two,  or  grade  three;  and  promote  from 
level  to  level  at  such  times  during  the  year  as  the  children  ac- 
quire mastery  of  the  reading  level  in  which  they  have  been 
placed.  Pupils  would  then  be  promoted  into  the  fourth  grade 
when  they  were  ready  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  the  content 
subjects  that  usually  begin  in  the  fourth  grade,  and  only  when 
the  pupil  is  ready  to  do  so  with  assurance  of  success,  whether 
the  time  required  to  attain  such  mastery  has  been  three  years 
or  four. 

Reasonable  mastery  of  the  fundamental  techniques  of  read- 
ing is  essential  to  success  throughout  the  remaining  school 
years  and  to  permit  a  child  to  advance  before  mastery  is  at- 
tained is  to  give  him  a  handicap  that  may  later  prove  disas- 
trous, not  only  to  his  success  in  the  content  subjects,  but  to 
development  of  his  personality  or  individuality. 

In  all  our  plans  and  procedures  we  must  think  in  terms  of 
the  "individual  child"  and  remember  that  he  grows  as  a  whole. 
This  is  true  not  only  of  his  years  in  the  primary  grades  but 
throughout  his  school  life.  All  the  time  that  a  child  is  in- 
creasing in  skill  and  in  understanding,  he  is  also  forming  at- 
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titudes  and  ideals  and  interests  that  will  contribute  more  to 
the  development  of  his  personality  than  all  of  the  subject 
matter  he  may  be  able  to  absorb  and  retain.  The  facts  a 
child  learns  slip  away  quickly,  but  the  thinking  habits  he  ac- 
quires and  the  attitudes  and  ideals  formed  are  apt  to  be  per- 
manent. 

The  type  of  report  card  that  we  had  developed  in  the  pre- 
vious two  years  for  the  first  and  second  grades  is  now  adapted 
to  the  third  grade  as  well.  By  this  means  we  are  trying  to 
give  the  parent  definite  information  as  to  the  child's  growth 
in  reading  and  to  point  out  the  things  that  may  be  preventing 
more  rapid  growth.  We  believe  this  is  more  helpful  to  the 
parent  and  consequently  to  the  child  than  the  type  of  report 
card  that  merely  states  the  child  is  "good,"  "fair,"  or  "poor," 
because  it  is  more  constructive  and  less  critical  of  failures  and 
establishes  a  better  basis  for  helpful  conference  between  the 
parent  and  the  teacher. 


School  Building 

The  Village  School  House  was  erected  some  120  years  ago 
and  its  brick  walls  have  naturally  developed  some  cracks  and 
the  rear  wall  bulges  outward  several  inches.  A  few  years  ago 
it  was  feared  that  the  second  floor  was  weakened  and  posts 
were  placed  to  hold  it  up.  Recently  tie  rods  have  been  put  in 
to  hold  the  rear  wall  in  place.  The  architect  who  advised  this 
also  advised  strengthening  the  second  floor  by  means  of  a  steel 
beam.  He  also  advised  extensive  repairs  to  the  brick  walls, 
where  cracks  have  developed,  and  both  he  and  an  inspector 
from  the  State  Office  have  pointed  out  the  fact  that  the  only 
exit  from  the  second  floor  is  through  a  single  stairway  in  the 
wooden  front  of  the  building,  and  that  the  rear  windows  of 
the  second  story  are  really  three  stories  from  the  ground, 
making  a  fire  escape  almost  an  imperative  necessity. 

It  appears  that  these  changes  would  involve  the  expenditure 
of  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  which  would  merely  make  the 
building  safer,  without  improving  it  for  school  purposes  in  any 
other  respect.  We  would  still  have  an  old  building,  with 
ventilation,  heating,  lighting  and  sanitary  arrangements  that 
fall  short  of  modern  standards;  in  a  location  which  provides  no 
adequate  playground  and  does  possess  very  definite  traffic 
hazards. 

The  question  arises  whether  it  would  not  be  better  policy 
to  construct  a  new  two-room,  one-story  school  house,  in  a 
better  location,  that  will  provide  an  adequate  playground 
away  from  traffic  dangers,  having  well-lighted  classrooms, 
proper  toilet  rooms,  a  basement  playroom  for  inclement 
weather,  and  other  modern  improvements. 
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Budget 

The  budget  estimates  for  1940-1941  do  not  differ  materially 
from  those  submitted  a  year  ago  except  in  the  following  items; 
teachers'  salaries  reduced  $150  because  of  anticipated  change, 
minor  repairs  reduced  $50  to  cover  incidental  items  only,  trans- 
portation increased  fifty  odd  dollars  to  provide  for  possible  in- 
crease in  number  of  children  to  be  transported,  and  high  school 
tuition  reduced  slightly  more  than  $100  because  of  the  small 
number  of  eighth  grade  pupils  going  to  high  school  next  year. 
We  estimate  that  there  will  be  very  little  if  any  cash  balance 
at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year.  The  net  result  is  a  reduction  in 
the  assessment  required  amounting  to  approximately  $300. 
We  believe  our  estimates  are  as  low  as  they  can  be  made  and 
still  be  able  to  maintain  the  school  at  a  reasonably  high  standard 
of  efficiency.

To  Mr.  Vernon  Ames,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  report  of  the  health  work,  Jan.  1939- 
Jan.  1940  inclusive.  Pupils  were  examined  and  follow-up 
work  carried  on  as  usual.

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Since  the  examination,  a  school  dental  clinic  was  held  in  the 
church  kitchen,  which  reduced  the  dental  defects  19.  The 
clinic  was  financed  by  the  parents,  who  paid  in  full  for  8  pupils, 
and  part  for  2.  Local  Committee  Funds  financed  the  work  for 
8,  and  in  part  for  2.   A  report  of  the  work  follows :

Dr.  J.  H.  Grimes  was  the  dental  physician,  assisted  by  Miss 
Margaret  E.  Harris,  School  Nurse. 

There  was  urgent  need  of  the  dental  work,  and  the  pupils 
were  most  co-operative  in  having  their  teeth  cared  for.  Some 
had  never  been  to  the  dentist  before.  One  pupil  had  5  perma- 
nent teeth  filled,  a  cleaning  and  2  abscessed  permanent  teeth 
extracted.  Another  had  10  permanent  teeth  filled,  and  a  clean- 
ing. Several  pupils  had  to  have  the  so-called  "six  year  molars" 
extracted;  their  parents  probably  thinking  them  baby  teeth, 
didn't  bother  about  them.

First  Aid  Kits  were  refilled. 

The  "Hot  Dish,"  served  with  the  noon  lunch  has  a  very 
definite  value,  likewise  the  Cod  Liver  Oil,  which  is  furnished 
through  the  school  to  pupils  whose  parents  want  them  to  have 
it. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School 
Board,  Teachers,  Health  Officer,  Dentist,  Parents,  Pupils, 
the  Rector  and  all  for  the  splendid  support  and  co-operation 
in  the  year's  work.
